Ballad quartet sees 
need for folk music 


Brought together by the idea 
that all men like the simple 
clear, good tune of their heri- 
tage, the four balladeers have 
given us a look see into emotions 
of our ancestors. 


Win Stracke,- American bal- 
lad singer, used to be known for 
his dramatic and serious inter- 
pretation of Brahms and Shu- 
bert. “Shubert used to play the 
guitar, in fact, he composed all 


‘his songs on the instrucment,” 


said Stracke. “In those days 
there wasn’t the great gap be- 
tween folk and serious music as 
there today. 

“Big” Bill Broonzy, all-time 
blues singer, was cited as once 
saying that his sister, who was 
intensely religious, refused to 
let him in her home with his 
guitar. Studs Terkel, narrator 
said, “It is very difficult to find 
a blues singer who is also an 
outstanding singer of spiritu- 
als.” 


A break for high schoolers . . 


“There’s been some changes made,” the saying goes.
